Simpson  Case:  Serious 
Points  Amid  ttie  Madness 


In  the  nearly  25  years  that  The  Potrero  View  has  been  publishing,  we  cannot  re- 
member a  story  connected  to  our  neighborhood  that  has  attracted  attention  so  in- 
tense, unrelenting  and  worldwide  as  has  the  murder  of  O.J.  Simpson's  ex-wife  and  her 
friend  and  the  subsequent  suspicion  of  Simpson  himself  for  the  deed. 

In  the  days  following  the  murder,  news  media  from  all  over  descended  upon  the 
Hill,  looking,  it  seemed,  for  some  tidbit  out  of  O.J.'s  teenage  years  to  "explain"  what 
might  have  happened.  This  Potrero  Hill  native  had  become  the  prime  suspect,  and 
any  information,  whether  or  not  it  was  based  on  fact,  became  fodder  for  the  feeding 
frenzy. 

Against  this  backdrop,  we  on  The  View  believe  strongly  that  we  have  an  otligation 
not  to  add  to  the  madness,  not  to  assume  that  just  because  we  might  have  the  most 
consistent  access  to  the  scene  of  O.J.'s  formative  years,  that  it  could  equal  received 
wisdom.  There  are,  however,  some  points  we  believe  we  must  make,  and  which  we 
hope  our  readers  will  consider  in  digesting  this  story  that  refuses  to  go  away. 


First,  there  is  a  legal  system  in  this  country,  and  whatever  we  think  of  its  per- 
formance up  to  now,  it  is,  in  fact  the  arena  in  which  this  case  must  be  judged.  A 
keystone  of  this  system,  with  its  guarantees  of  due  process,  is  the  presumption  of 
innocence  until  the  proof  of  guilt  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  —  in  a  court  of  law,  not 
the  court  of  public  opinion.  We  cannot  blame  only  the  media's  unseemly  thirst  in 
this  area.  The  release  of  what  turned  out  to  be  false  evidence  by  unattributed  law 
enforcement  souces  has  characterized  the  case  from  the  beginning  (and  subsequent

New  Funds 
Sought  to 
Keep  Dental 
Clinic  Open

The  Dental  units  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center  and  the  Southeast  Health 
Center  v^ill  continue  to  operate  for  one 
month,  pending  further  action  by  the 
IJoard  of  Supervisors  on  July  18. 

The  four  dentists  and  one  and  a  half 
dental  assistants  at  the  two  locations  had 
earlier  received  layoff  notices  effective 
July  1. 

Dr.  Michael  Drennan,  Director  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Health  Center,  gives  credit 
for  the  reversal  to  the  neighborhood  resi- 
dent who  appeared  at  meetings  of  various 
key  Board  of  Supervisors  Committees  on

Director  Sandra  Hernandez,  who  tempo- 
rarily extended  the  life  of  the  dental 
units. 

The  amount  of  money  involved  is  ap- 
proximately 5350,000  -  $375,000  for  one 
year  to  pay  for  the  salaries  of  four  part- 
time  dentists,  as  well  as  the  salaries  of 
dental  assistant  between  tlie  two  clinics. 

In  response  to  the  layoff  notices,  al- 
ready scheduled  appointments  for  patients 
had  to  be  canceled.  With  the  temporary 
reinstatement,  the  most  urgent  cases 
have  been  rescheduled  for  July.  If 
further  funding  is  received  through  the 
end  of  the  year  at  the  July  18  Board  meet- 
ing, the  rest  of  the  patients  will  be  able 
to  receive  their  dental  care. 

Advocates  of  public  health  services 
around  the  city  are  also  emphasizing  the 
need  for  new  sources  of  revenue  to  avoid 
cutbacks  of  service,  such  as  AIDS  treat- 
ment, mental  health  treatment  and  home 
nursing  visits,  as  well  as  dental  care. 

Among  suggestions  for  new  revenue 
sources  are:  Small  increases  In  the 
hotel  tax  and  the  business  tax;  increases 
in  the  real  estate  transfer  tax  Oii  proper- 
ties sold  for  over  $1  million  in  Son  Fran- 
cisco; a  new  tax  on  stock  transfers  at 
the  Pacific  Stock  Exchange;  a  1%  fee 
on  individuals  earning  more  than 
$100,000  a  year  in  San  Francisco. 

Also,  a  petition  is  being  circulated 
for  the  November,  1994  ballot  to  create 
a  Downtown  Transit  Assessment  District 
to  assess  downtown  commercial  proper- 
ty owners  for  the  benefits  they  receive 
from  Muni  Railway  services  to  the 
downtown  area. 

Loretta  Lewis  and  Hvc  Milton,  Potrero 
Hill  residents,  and  Ruth  Vaughn,  a  Bay- 
view  resident,  have  written  a  letter  to 
Dr.  Sandra  Hernandez,  director  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Health  Department, 
tlie  Public  Health  Commission,  and  the 
Board  of  Supei'vlsors,  as  patients  and 
members  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Healtli  Center.  The  pro- 
posed "closing  of  Southeast  and  Potrei'o 
Hill  dental  clinics  is  a  particularly  mean, 
not  to  say  racist,  form  of  discrimination

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National  Recognition 
For  Hill  -  Based  Omegas 

"Strength  in  Numbers  Keeps  Kids  from  Crossfire,"  our  headline  read.  The  time  was 
December.  1987  and  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  employees  Joe  Marshall,  a  math 
teacher,  and  Jack  Jacqua,  a  coach  and  parent  liaison,  had  recently  co-founded  the 
Continental  Omega  Boys  Club.  With  their  own  money,  and  wilh  the  donated  space 
and  other  resources  from  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  the  club  was  started, 
first  with  14  youngsters,  then  40. 

And  the  initial  goal  was  to  send  four  young  people  away  to  college.  As  Marshall 
stressed  in  1987,  "most  of  these  kids  cannot  see  beyond  their  neighborhood.  In  col- 
lege you  learn  about  the  world."  Now  the  club,  simply  called  the  Omega  Boys  Club, 
has  108  members  in  college,  eight  of  whom  graduated  last  montli.  From  a  beginning 
that  mainly  reflected  Marshall  and  Jacqua's  joint  concern  about  the  kids  they  had 
seen  at  the  Potrero  lliil  Middle  School,  the  Omegas  branched  out,  not  only  to  other 
neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco,  but  across  the  Bay  as  well.  Marshall  has  taken  the 
club's  message  to  the  airwaves,  hosting  the  "Street  Soldiers"  radio  show  on  KMEL-FM, 
a  violence  prevention  program  that  is  heard  in  the  Bay  Area  and  Los  Angeles  and  will 
soon  be  heard  in  the  midwest. 

Last  month,  the  efforts  of  the  Omegas,  of  Jacqua  and  Marshall  and  everyone  who 
has  helped  make  the  club  successful  as  it  is,  were  recognized  when  Marshall  was  one 
of  20  people  around  the  nation  to  receive  a  MacArthur  Foundation  fellowship  — 
car-ying  with  it  a  grant  of  $290,000  over  a  period  of  five  years.  Although  with  these 
MacArthur  awards  the  recipient  may  use  the  funds  for  whatever  purpose  he  or  she 
desires.  Marshall  has  indicated  that  he  will  use  some  of  the  money  to  send  more  kids 
to  college. 

We're  pround  of  Marshall  and  Jacqua  and  the  Omegas,  and  are  delighted  to  note 
national  attention  for  very  special  local  efforts.  Congratulations!

official  denials  are  a  lot  harder  to  remember  than  initial  misinformation).  The  re- 
leese  of  911  calls  by  Nicole  Simpson  —  now  acknowledged  to  be  "enhanced"  —  are 
also  a  travesty  of  legal  protections.  Such  tapes  may  well  be  inadmissible  in  a  court 
of  law,  but  by  now  millions  and  millions  of  prospective  jurors  have  already  heard  them. 


The  matter  of  questionable  "facts"  has  even  pervaded  the  way  O.J.'s  connection 
with  Potrero  Hill  has  been  reported.  Many  who  remember  his  stint  as  an  announcer 
for  ABC  on  Monday  Night  Football  recall  occasional  references  to  "my  guys  from 
Potrero  Mill"  during  games  involving  the  '49ers.  but  beyond  tiiat.  contradictory 
pictures  kept  emerging  about  O.J.'s  continued  relationship  to  the  lliil.  Even  though 
this  has  little  bearing  on  the  issue  of  his  guilt  or  innocence,  we  believe  it  is  important 
to  set  the  facts  straight.  The  one  institution  on  Potrero  Hill  of  which  Simpson  was  a 
part  was  the  Rec  denter.  Its  director,  Jon  Greenberg,  has  been  able  to  rely  on 
Simpson  for  help.  As  he  said  last  month.  "All  it  would  take  was  a  phone  caU,  and  he 
always  came  through." 


There  is  one  positive  unexpected  legacy  of  sorts  from  this  situation,  and  it  is  cru- 
cial that  whatever  the  outcome  of  the  legal  case,  it  should  not  be  forgotten.  We 
refer,  of  course,  to  the  long  overdue  spotlight  suddenly  focused  on  the  issue  of 
battered  women  and  spousal  abuse.  Already  the  lack  of  seriousness  with  which  this 
crime  had  been  treated  both  in  law  enforcement  and  in  the  courts  is  being  subjected 
to  severe  criticism  and  scrutiny.  A  package  of  new  laws  mandating  longer  and  more 
thorough  counseling  has  been  introduced  in  Sacramento.  Attention  must  now  be 
paid  to  other  facets  of  the  legal  system  that  discourage  prosecution  of  batterers, 
and  to  the  need  for  increased  funding  and  resources  for  both  public  and  private  help, 
for  battered  women  seeking  refuge  and  aid. 

We  on  The  View  hope  that  whatever  happens  in  Simpson's  case,  this  new  focus  on 
this  long-ignored  problem  will  continue  to  grow  sharper  and  stronger. 
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Fear  Halts  Planting 


Mayor's  Visit 


Editor: 

On  May  3  at  1:30  p.m.  Mel  Johnson  and 
Leah  Greenbladt  of  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest  (FUF)  and  I  met  at  the  Connecti- 
cut Street  Friendship  Garden  to  plan  a 
large  street  tree  planting  on  Arkansas 
Street,  scheduled  for  June  4.  As  we 
spoke  together,  standing  near  the  garden 
on  the  22nd  Street  path,  which  links 
Arkansas  to  Connecticut  Street,  we  were 
approached  and  quickly  surrounded  by 
six  youths,  perhaps  1  4  to  1 7  years  old. 
Two  of  them  drew  handguns  and  we  were 
robbed  at  gunpoint. 

We  escaped  physically  unharmed,  al- 
though their  projection  of  unstable  rage 
left  us  believing  they  really  wanted  to 
use  those  weapons.  They  jogged  away 
and  we  went  to  the  Potrero  Police  Sta- 
tion on  20th  and  Third  Streets. 

At  the  station  we  filled  out  Police 
Report  #94072145.  Besides  the  pre- 
dictable questions  asked  by  the  officer 
several  did  not  sit  well  with  me.  One 
question  —  what  were  we  doing  there? 
Answer  —  This  is  a  city  Mini  Park,  the 
middle  of  the  afternoon  on  a  Tuesday 
and  we  were  planning  a  project  to 
beautify  the  neighborhood.  Another 
question  —  Are  you  >ure  those  were 
real  guns,  not  starter  pistols?  Answer 
—  wc  believed  them  to  be  very  real. 

Finally  we  asked  if  a  patrol  officer 
would  accompany  us  back  to  the  crime 
scene  to  look  for  a  stolen  purse  that 
contained  prescription  glasses  as  well 
as  keys  and  I.D.,  which  might  perhaps 
be  laying  in  the  grass  along  the  walk- 
ways. This  was  refused.  We  were  infor- 
med that  in  order  to  get  a  patrol  car 
at  all  you  must  stay  at  the  crime  scene 
and  call  for  assistance. 

Shortly  afterward,  the  decision  was 
made  by  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest 
to  cancel  the  June  4  tree  planting.  What 
we've  lost  is  a  planned  "Tree  Museum"  of 
24  different  species,  to  be  planted  along 
Arkansas  Street  next  to  the  Potrero 
Recreation  Center,  so  that  people 
throughout  San  Francisco  might  visit 
and  see  examples  of  trees  they  could 
choose  to  plant  where  they  live,  or  just 
come  to  enjoy  their  beauty  and  variety. 

The  project  was  cancelled  because  FUF 
now  believes  the  location  would  not  be 
safe  for  people  to  visit.  Additionally, 
gardeners  at  the  nearby  Arkansas  and 
Connecticut  Community  Gardens  are 
now  concerned  about  their  persona!  safe- 
ty, as  there  have  been  several  muggings 
along  the  22nd  Street  path,  during  day- 
light hours,  in  the  last  year. 

We  have  lost  much,  much  more  than  a 
planting  of  street  trees  if  community 
outrcacli  is  ambushed  by  fear  and  neigh- 
borhood volunteers  have  to  question  the 
risk  of  walking  on  Potrero  Hill  in  broad 
daylight.  Does  anyone  have  constructive 
suggestions  on  how  to  focus  this  frustra- 
tion in  our  loss  of  public  safety  towards 
some  positive  changes?

THREAT  TO  OPEN  SPACE  OPPOSED; 

Suggestions  that  the  large  open  space  adjacent  to  Starr  King  School  and  the  Parkview 
Heights  housing  development  should  be  used  for  additional  housing  were  met  with 
strong  vocal  opposition  from  50  area  residents  at  a  meeting  called  by  the  Mayors 
Office  of  Housing.  The  Barratt  Corporatiion,  developer  of  Parkview  Heights,  had 
donated  $70,000  to  a  land  trust  for  the  maintenance  and  preservation  of  the  open 
space  as  a  condition  of  approval  for  Parkview  Heights,  but  the  Mayor's  office  had 
received  requests  that  the  space  be  rezoned  for  some  level  of  senior  or  low-income 
housing. 

CONSERVATION  CORPS  ON  HILL; 

A  group  of  18  to  2:J-year-olds  were  busy  sprucing  up  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House.  They  were  members  of  the  S.F.  Conservation  Corps  funded  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Community  Development,  the  first  urban  program  of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 
Working  four  days  a  week  at  the  minimum  wage  and  attending  classes  on  the  fifth 
day.  the  young  people  labored  on  the  City's  pupblic  lands  and  for  non-profit  agencies 
such  as  the  Nabe,  schools  and  public  facilities. 

LONGSHOREMEN'S  50TH  ANNIVERSATY  CELEBRATED: 

Longshoremen  prepared  to  lead  a  march  up  Market  Street  on  July  15  on  the  eve  of  the 
Democratic  National  Convention  at  Moscone  Center.  It  was  on  July  16,  1934 
that  the  entire  labor  force  of  San  Francisco  went  out  in  a  general  strike  in  support 
of  longshore  workers,  two  of  whom  had  been  gunned  down  by  police  on  July  5, 
"Bloody  Thursday,"  during  the  waterfront  strike. 

PEACE  QUILT  ON  DISPLAY: 

The  Potrero  Branch  of  the  S.F.  Public  Library  was  preparing  to  show  the  City's  Pence 
Quilt,  created  as  a  gesture  of  friendship  and  understanding  towards  the  people  of 
the  Soviet  Union.  Beginning  in  March.  1983.  more  than  lUU  people  worked  on  the  pro- 
ject, among  them  Potrero  Hill's  Ann  Longknife,  who  hoped  her  "few  small  stitches" 
would  help  foster  "world  peace  and  understanding."

Park  Neighbors  Discuss 
How  to  Spend  $100,000

More  than  25  residents  of  the  area 
surrounding  McKinlcy  Square  ut  20th  and 
Vermont  Streets  attended  a  meeting 
held  in  the  Jackson  Park  Recreation 
Onter  June  20. 

Purpose  of  the  session  was  to  get 
input  from  the  neighbors  on  how  to 
best  spend  the  $100,000  that  has  been 
committed  to  renovating  McKinley 
park  from  the  Park  Restoration  and 
Open  Space  Fund,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Proposition  E,  which 
set  aside  funds  to  preserve  open  space 
in  the  city.  A  citizen's  advisory  board 
has  developed  a  recommended  package 
of  improvements,  which  includes  the 
construction  of  a  wheelchair  ramp,  as 
mandated  by  federal  and  local  laws,  and 
updating  of  play  equipment  in  the  child- 
ren's play  area.  The  meeting  was 
chaired  by  Joanne  Wilson,  a  planner 
and  project  manager  in  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Dept. 

In  its  present  state,  the  park  is  a 
place  for  dog  owners  to  exercise  their 
dogs,  and  many  parents  have  indicated 
they  are  afraid  to  let  their  children 
play  there.  There  are  also  problems 
with  trash  and  even  human  excrement. 

Among  suggestions  put  forward  by 


participants  in  the  June  2U  meeting 
were  removing  of  the  foxtails;  cutting 
down  weeds  to  make  the  area  less 
hospitable  for  the  homeless;  planting 
ground  covers;  putting  in  dispensers 
for  material  for  owners  to  pick  up  dog 
feces;  improving  signs;  building  a  com- 
munity garden  on  the  western  slope, 
and  installing  an  irrigation  system. 

Steve  Kolm,  an  architect  whose  office 
is  on  18th  Street  on  Potrero  Hill,  is 
under  contract  to  provide  plans  for  the 
renovation.  This  will  include  the  ramp, 
fencing,  and  expansion  of  the  children's 
area,  which  must  be  enlarged  to  accom- 
modate new  play  equipment.  Current 
legal  standards  require  lower  heights 
and  a  larger  clearance  area  around 
swings  and  slides.  There  must  also  be 
transfer  areas  that  allow  for  wheel- 
chair access  to  the  equipment.  Plans 
are  being  drawn  for  play  structures 
for  2-5  year  olds  and  for  5-12  year 
olds.  The  group  was  asked  to  state  its 
preferences  for  materials  to  be  used  in 
the  structures  and  whether  they  pre- 
ferred muted  or  bright  colors. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in 
approximately  two  months,  at  which 
time  site  plans  and  renderings  will  be 
made  available.  For  further  informa- 
tion, call  Joanne  Wilson  at  666-7110.

Young  people  from  the  Potrero  Hili 
Neighborhood  House,  as  well  as  the 
Columbia  Park  Boy's  Club,  were  recog- 
nized recently  by  the  San  Francisco 
Dept.  of  Public  Health  for  having  com- 
pleted their  training  as  youth  advocates 
for  the  Tobacco-Free  Project. 

The  Nabe  instituted  programs  to  inform, 
train  and  help  youtli  to  reject  smoking

At  the  June  27  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  it  was  reported  that  llie 
Stale  may  take  SIO  million  from  Sun 
Francisco's  health  cure  revenue  funds 
to  help  balance  the  Slate  budget.

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Mr.  Lucky  Dishes  Up  Make 
Believe  for  Italian  Radio

"Mister  Lurky."  The  very  name  con- 
jurs  up  a  vision  of  the  suave,  debonair 
gent  in  evening  dress  tipping  his  top  hat 
to  a  jaunty  angle  as  hcexits  a  limousine 
outside  his  favorite  night  club.  Mr.  Lucky, 
tlie  insouciant  bon  vivant  with  the  crook- 
ed grin,  not  quite  of  tlie  beau  mondc  but 
making  a  good  show  of  it.  And  when  we 
heard  he  was  a  resident  of  Potrero  Hill, 
well  .  .  . 

Well  ...  to  those  pop/jazz  music  buffs 
within  reach  of  Radio  Milano  in  northern 
Italy  that's  what  the  Hill's  Steve  Sando 
is  —  the  knowledgable  sophisticate  chatt- 
ing about  the  music  tliey  like.  And,  back- 
ed up  by  the  sounds  of  jovial  funseekers 
out  on  a  night  on  the  town  and  by  the 
tinkle  of  ice  in  a  martini  pitcher,  his 
program  miglit  easily  have  been  put  to- 
eether  on.  say.  the  Via  Borgospesso  in 
Milan  rather  than  the  Via  Connecticut 
here.  But  Connecticut  Street  it  is,  and 
Sando  is  as  American  as  they  come. 

This  young  man  is  nothing  like  the  per- 
sona he  assumes  at  his  tape  recorder. 
There's  a  bit  of  the  debonair,  yes,  but 
Sando,  born  and  raised  in  Marin  County, 
is  an  ebullient  :J4-year-old  who  looks  more 
like  the  kid  who  would  be  asking  Gary 
Grant  (the  original  "Mr.  Lucky"  in  a  1943 
movie)  for  an  autograph  rather  than  trying 
to  emulate  him.  He  tools  around  town  on 
a  motor  scooter  and,  laughing,  says  tilings 
like,  "1  love  imposing  my  taste  on  others." 

That  taste  is  eclectic.  On  the  "Mr. 
Lucky"  program  that  ran  weekly  on  Radio 
Europa  for  four  years.  Italians  heard 
Billie  Holliday,  Charlie  Parker.  Keely 
Smith,  Bobby  Darrin,  Vince  Guaraldi. 
They  got  Dizzy  Gillespie  and  Bessie 
Smith  and  Celia  Cruz.  And  Arsenio  Rod- 
riguez, of  whom  he  says.  "You're  safe 
purchasing  anything  by  him." 

Now,  rather  than  the  weekly  show. 
Sando  does  periodic  one-hour  specials  for 
the  Italians.  It  may  be  Dizzy  Gillespie 
one  time,  or  Hoagy  Carmichael  another, 
but  always  what  he  calls  "jazz-centric" 
music,  a  term  he  admits  is  not  ail-encom- 
passing but  the  best  he  can  do. 

In  addition  to  jockeying  discs.  Sando 
now  publishes  a  12-16  page  monthly  news- 
letter titled  "Mr.  Lucky,"  which  calls 
itself  "The  Monthly  Review  of  Music  For 
the  Soundtrack  to  Your  Life."  In  it  he 
reviews  recent  CD  releases,  "music  that 
might  be  overlooked  in  the  mainstream 
music  press."  The  May  issue,  for  instance, 
includes  titles  by  Xavier  Cugat,  Charlie 
Haden,  Mary  Ann  Price  and  Billy  Eck- 
stine,  among  others,  which  he  grades  by 
the  Martini  Rating  System  from  five 
martini  glasses  —  A  Classic;  to  one 
glass  —  a  Poor  Recording. 

The  newsletter  also  offers  cocktail 
receipes  ("A  Vodka  Martini?  There  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  vodka  Martini.  There 
may  be  a  vodka/vermouth  concoction 
that  you  enjoy  and  it  might  actually  taste 
fine,  but  it  is  not  a  Martini.  Please  tell 
as  many  people  as  you  can."),  rates  record 
shops,  and  provides  background  informa- 
tion and  informative  tidbits  on  the 
artists  in  the  jazz/pop  scene,  or  the 
address  of  Keely  Smith  Fan  Club,  for 
instance  (20670  Forest  Ave.,  Castro 
Valley  94546).

But  what  the  newsletter  conveys  most 
strongly  is  a  sense  of  nostalgia,  a  nostalgia 
for  a  time  before  Sando  was  even  born. 

How  did  all  this  come  about?  The  mu- 
sic part  is  easy.  There  was  always  music 
around  the  house  when  Sando  was  a  kid 
and  his  parents  were  playing  the  bongos 
in  the  '6Us  in  North  Beach. 

But  not  so  easy  to  explain  is  his  feeling 
for  the  music  of  the  two  or  three  decades 
prior  to  that.  Sando  does  remetnber  his 
father  telling  him  about  a  popular  program 
that  aired  in  the  golden  age  of  radio. 
This  was  "The  Make  Believe  Ballroom," 
in  which  the  music  of  the  '30s  was  set 
against  the  background  sounds  of  a 
dancing  establishment.  And  there  was 
too,  a  sense  of  something  missing  in  the 
popular  music  of  his  youth.  It  was  the 
Keely  Smiths,  Dizzy  Gillespies  and  Billie 
Hollidays  who  held  his  attention,  not  the 
burgeoning  tidal  wave  of  rock  music. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  Sando  prefers 
marinating  in  the  '30s  and  '40s  (he  does, 
after  all.  like  jazz/hip  hop.  Lucky  Peter- 
son, Ronny  Jordan).  But.  "it's  hard  not  to 
imagine  more  elegant  times  when  listen- 
ing "to  the  New  York  songs  of  that  time, 
he  admits. 

At  any  rate,  with  all  these  influences 
free-floating  in  his  mind  in  the  '80s, 
Sando  went  to  work  for  Esprit  at  the 
eastern  foot  of  Potrero  Hill  where  owner 
Doug  Tompkins'  Italophilia  matched  his 
own.  One  of  the  perks  of  working  for 
the  clothing  manufacturer  was  time  off 

given  employees  who  wanted  to  study 

Italian. 

Sando  wanted  to  and  did  and  in  1988 
left  Esprit  and  headed  for  Italy  with  his 
future,  in  the  form  of  a  tape  recording, 
tucked  in  his  luggage.  On  that  tape  was 
"Mr.  Lucky,"  those  free-floating  ideas 
having  coalesced  into  something  palpa- 
ble. Europa  radio  in  Milano  declared 
"Va  bene!",  the  populace  cried  "Estate 
splendidoV  and  Sando  was  an  instant  hit. 

Requests  came  pouring  in  and  when  he 
was  able  to  figure  out  that  "Sera  Voe- 
gahn"  was  Sarah  Vaughn  and  "Airole 
Hee-ness"  was  Earl  "Fatha"  Hines,  he 
obliged  his  listeners.  But  Billie  Holliday 
is  numero  uno.  "Their  main  complaint 
is  that  1  don't  put  on  enough  Billie  Holli- 
day," Sando  says. 

Now,  with  his  disc  jockeying  and  with 
the  "Mister  Lucky"  monthly  "more  than 
paying  for  itself,"  Sando  is  able  to  eschew 
a  full-time  job.  He  still  consults  with 
Esprit,  advising  them  on  the  in-house 
music  for  their  offices  and  showrooms 
("t  manipulate  the  environment  through 
music")  and  he  does  some  work  for  the 
Italian  firm  FILA,  but  mostly  he's  free  to 
seek  out  and  listen  to  whatever  he  fancies. 

Lately  there  have  been  some  glimmers 
of  bigger  things  on  the  horizon.  Italian 
television  is  forming  its  version  of  MTV 
and  has  raised  the  possibility  of  Sando's 
being  their  San  Francisco  correspondent. 
But,  he  says,  "if  it's  plain  old  rock,  I'm 
not  much  interested."  Then  there's  the 
possibility  of  doing  the  "Mr.  Lucky" 
show  in  English  on  a  Monterey  jazz 
station,  a  prospect  that  makes  him 
"nervous." 

Perhaps  if  he  moved  back  to  Italy  and 
sent,  con  sprezzatura,  the  tapes  to 
Monterey?

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Hill  Singer  Celebrates  CD 
Release,  Opens  Gig  July  14

"It's  the  most  exciting  record  I've  done." 
says  Madeline  Eastman  of  her  third  and 
latest  CD.  "Art  Attack."  which  went  on 
sale  early  this  month. 

One  of  the  Bay  Area's  most  sought- 
after  jazz  vocalists,  she  is  sitting  on  her 
sunny  Potrero  Hill  deck,  surrounded  by 
yellow  roses,  taking  a  short  break  from 
her  impossible  schedule.  Eastman  does  it 
all.  She  is  producer,  distributor,  promoter, 
press  agent,  and  singer. 

Besides  her  local  performances,  East- 
man travels  worldwide  to  satisfy  a  con- 
sistently growing  number  of  fans,  and 
makes  the  time  to  teach  and  coordinate 
jazz  camps  and  workshops  throughout  the 
year.  She  has  also  begun  her  ninth  year 
of  Sunday  afternoon  gigs  at  The  Ramp  on 
China  Basin. 

Eastman's  first  two  CDs,  "Point  of  De- 
parture" (1990)  and  "Mad  About  Made- 
line" (1  991 ),  were  greeted  with  consider- 
able acclaim,  and  included  performances 
by  such  jazz  royalty  as  Cedar  Walton, 
Phil  Woods  and  Tom  Harrell.  Just  as  her 
second  work  reflected  a  musical  versa- 
tility that  thrilled  her  followers.  "Art 
Attack"  features  some  of  the  jazz 
world's  most  esteemed  musicians,  includ- 
ing Tony  Williams  on  drums  and  Kenny 
Barron  on  piano. 

There  is  no  question  that  Eastman  was 
born  to  sing,  but  she  just  didn't  know  it 
for  a  while.  It  wasn't  until  her  college 
years  that  she  discovered  by  accident 
that  she  wanted  to  be  a  singer.  It  was  in 


a  movie,  she  recalls,  that  she  first  heard 
the  classics,  and  she  immediately  sat  up 
and  realized  that  she  had  found  what  she 
was  meant  to  do.  And  nothing  has  chang- 
ed since  then. 

By  the  early  1980s  she  had  begun  per- 
forming with  the  Palo  Alto  based  Full 
Faith  and  Credit  big  band  and  recorded 
with  them. 

She  formed  Mad-Kat  records,  the  label 
upon  which  all  three  of  her  CDs  appear, 
eight  years  ago  with  Kitty  Margolis,  her 
friend  and  fellow  jazz  vocalist.  While 
the  "do-it-yourself"  experience  has  left 
her  a  seasoned  businesswoman,  she  is  still 
striving,  naturally,  for  a  record  contract. 
Among  other  things,  such  a  contract 
would  allow  her  more  freedom  to  create, 
and  more  time  to  spend  with  her  "fabu- 
lous husband,"  drummer  Vince  Lateano. 
"Vince,"  she  says,  is  even  busier  tliat  I 
am."  and  their  time  at  home  on  the  Hill, 
where  they  have  spent  the  last  10  year>. 
is  a  treat. 

Eastman  will  be  celebrating  the  re- 
lease of  "Art  Attack"  by  performing  with 
a  new  band  at  the  Great  American  Music 
Hall  Thursday,  July  14.  It  promises  to  be 
a  dazzling  evening.  As  Thomas  Conrad 
of  CD  Review  said  in  1991;  ".  .  .  you 
should  hear  her,  in  fact,  before  she  gets 
famous,  so  that  you  can  join  those  of  us 
who  will  one  day  claim  to  have  discover- 
ed her."  It  may  not  be  loo  late. 

"Art  Attack"  is  available  at  Tower

The  Branch  Library:  Cozy, 
Quiet,  Full  of  Sunshine 


Branch  libraries  are  vital  to  a  neigh- 
borhood. I  have  been  going  to  my 
neighborhood  branch  for  as  long  as  I 
can  remember.  Surprisingly,  the  Potre- 
no  Branch  has  not  changed  all  that  much 
in  the  many  years  that  I  have  been  going 
there.  It  has  almost  a  timeless,  hushed 
sense  to  it.  as  though  it  has  never 
changed  and  never  will.  It  always  gives 
me  a  sense  of  pride  and  pleasure  as  I 
walk  through  the  children's  section. 
Many  of  the  titles  are  familiar  to  me, 
and  many  recount  happy  hours  spent 
reading. 

I  remember  participating  in  the  sum- 
mer reading  programs  throughout  the 
years.  I  have  gotten  to  know  the  two 
main  check-out  staff  through  the  course 
of  many  years.  They,  in  return,  have 
gotten  to  know  me  and  my  taste  in  read- 
ing. There  have  been  countless  times 
when  they  have  come  up  to  me  and 
recommended  a  book  that  I  might  enjoy. 
We  have  a  special  bond  of  familiarity, 
and  yet,  we  do  not  know  each  other's 
names. 

My  branch  is  large,  airy,  always  full 
of  sunshine,  even  on  foggy  days,  it  seems. 
The  building  has  huge  glass  windows  in 
the  front  and  the  back,  taking  advantage 
of  the  generous  views.  A  fellow  library 
volunteer,  who  lives  in  the  Richmond 
District,  even  commented  on  the  feeling 
of  intimacy  that  it  lends.  "It's  such  a 
nice,  cozy,  quiet  place."  Miriam  Albert- 
son  told  me.  "It's  the  perfect  place  to 
curl  up  with  a  book  and  read.  Even  the 
views  are  spectacular." 

It  was  therefore  an  obvious  choice  to 
volunteer  at  my  library.  They  were 
also  eager  to  have  volunteers.  I  spoke 
with  the  Volunteer  Coordinator,  Paul 
Signorelli,  many  limes  on  the  phone, 
and  met  him  in  person  before  I  started 
my  volunteering.  lie  told  me  that 
volunteers  are  a  vital  part  of  keeping 
a  branch  library  running. 

I  helped  put  on  the  39th  Annual  Potre- 
ro  Hill  Art  Show  in  May,  which  neigh- 
borhood residents  contribute  to  and 
volunteers  set  up.  It  runs  for  a  month 
in  the  library,  and  then  is  taken  down 
again.  It  was  a  good  experience  because 
I  got  to  know  many  people  in  the  neigh- 
borhood.  When  the  volunteers  hung  art 


late  one  Friday  evening,  people  brought 
wine  and  chips.  It  was  a  festive  atmos- 
phere, and  everyone  was  very  friendly, 
even  though  the  volunteers  ranged  from 
my  age  to  80. 

I  also  got  to  know  a  little  bit  about 
art.  Jack  Connolly,  another  volunteer/ 
artist  has  been  involved  in  the  show 
ever  since  it  started.  When  I  comment- 
ed to  him  about  the  easy-going  mood 
that  everyone  seemed  to  have,  he  mere- 
ly smiled.  "That  is  what  a  branch 
library  should  be  all  about,"  he  said. 
"It  should  have  a  sense  of  neighborhood, 
of  community.  That's  what's  important. 
It's  more  than  books  —  it's  feelings." 

Connolly  also  sent  me  a  first  edition 
etching  of  his  own,  as  a  "thank  you." 
He  appreciated  the  many  hours  I  had 
spent  in  the  library  basement,  painting 
risers  for  the  art  to  hang  on.  If  I  hadn't 
volunteered  to  do  it,  it  would  never 
have  gotten  done.  I  was  touched. 

1  came  out  of  my  volunteering  ex- 
perience with  memories  of  people  that 
1  had  the  opportunity  to  meet.  And  I 
also  came  away  with  a  better  apprecia- 
tion of  my  branch  library.

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Hill  Designer's  Book  Reflects 
Key  Principles  of  Lighting

Potrero  Mill  resident  and  lighting  de- 
signer Randy  Whitehead  has  recently 
published  a  book  on  lighting  design  from 
around  the  country  to  present  an  approach 
to  lighting  living  spaces  that  he  crlls 
"humanizing  the  space." 

Humanizing  the  space  in  a  room  through 
the  use  of  creative  illumination  is  a 
break  from  past  residential  lighting  ap- 
proaches that  emphasized  lighting  the 
space  of  the  room  or  the  objects  in  the 
room,  such  as  works  of  art.  Whitehead's 
approach  is  to  light  a  room  for  the  people 
in  it  as  its  primary  goal,  and  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  light  itself  or  objects  only  as 
it  fulfills  human  requirements. 

The  basic  techniques  of  lighting  a 
living  space  outlined  in  the  book  are 
quite  simple.  Three  kinds  of  light  are 
mixed  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  room.  The  first  is  ambient  li^ht.  or 
fill  light,  which  does  the  work  of  illumin- 
ating the  space  of  a  room  in  general. 
Whitehead  emphasizes  that  it  is  the  most 
important  kind  of  light  and  the  kind  most 
often  neglected.  It  creates  a  warm  glow 
in  a  room  and  avoids  the  harsh  shadows 
cast  by  other  kinds  of  lighting. 

The  second  is  accent  light,  which  is 
used  to  draw  attention  to  itself  or  an 
object  such  as  a  flower  arrangement  or 
a  sculpture,  and  Whitehead  believes,  is 
also  the  most  overused  kind  of  light. 
Finally,  there  is  task  lighting,  which  is 


used  in  a  utilitarian  way  to  make  activi- 
ties such  as  reading  or  working  in  a 
kitchen  easier. 

The  book  contains  photographs  dis- 
playing mixes  of  the  three  kinds  of  light 
as  well  as  drawings  that  highlight  and 
explain  certain  techniques  as  photo- 
graphed. 

Whitehead  has  designed  the  lighting 
for  homes,  restaurants  and  stores  across 
the  country  as  well  as  in  the  City.  His 
commercial  work  can  be  seen  at  Urban 
Eyes,  an  eyeglass  store  in  Noe  Valley, 
and  the  restaurants  Regina's  and  Silks 
in  the  City.  On  the  Hill,  liis  work  can 
be  seen  on  the  corner  of  20th  and 
Wisconsin  Streets  where  he  designed  the 
outdoor  residential  lighting  for  a  home. 

An  11-year  resident  of  the  Hill, 
Whitehead  lives  and  works  on  18th 
Street  where  his  studio,  Light  Source, 
is  located.  The  Hill  was  his  first  choice 
of  neighborhood  when  he  was  looking 
for  a  space  to  live  and  work,  "before 
there  was  live/work."  At  the  time  he 
navigated  zoning  restrictions  to  create 
his  live/work  space. 

"Residential  Lighting,"  published  by 
AIA  Press  in  Washington,  D.C.,  is  avail- 
able at  many  architectural  bookstores 
or  by  phone  from  Whitehead's  company, 
Light  Source  at  1-800-878-1210.  The 
cost  is  $39.95. 

As  a  follow-up  to  his  successful  first 
offering,  ("Residential  Lighting"  already 
in  its  second  printing  since  its  release 
last  December)  he  is  now  at  work  on 
"Lighten  Up,"  a  book  designed  for 
lighting  professionals.

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Car  Repair:  Area  Shop  Has  a  Real  Do-it- Yourself  Approach

Does  the  following  sound  familiar? 
Your  normally  smooth-running  car  one 
day  develops  a  clunk  under  the  hood.  Be- 
ing a  complete  automotive  novice,  you 
take  your  car  to  a  mechanic  who  tells  you 
the  problem  is  with  your  flywheel  —  it 
needs  greasing.  The  cost:  $500,  including 
parts  and  labor.  What  do  you  do?  Fork 
over  the  $500  with  trepidation  and  hope 
the  clunk  is  removed. 

A  trip  to  the  mechanic  can  leave  al- 
most anyone  feeling  helpless,  even 
people  who  know  a  bit  about  cars.  At 
some  point  you  must  trust  that  the 
repairs  your  mechanic  suggests  are 
necessary.  Or  do  them  yourself.  Those 
are  your  options  at  a  conventional  re- 
pair shop.  Fortunately,  there  is  a  quite 
unconventional  shop  near  Potrero  Hill 
which  offers  more  than  tlie  "take  it  or 
leave  it"  service  that  is  standard  at  most 
garages.  At  San  Francisco  Auto  Repair 
Center  you  can  learn  how  to  repair  your 
own  car  and  be  supplied  with  the  space 
and  tools  to  perform  your  repairs. 

Opened  in  1978  by  owner  Jerry  Lewis, 
SPARC  is  unique  among  Bay  Area  auto 
garages  with  its  availability  of  auto  re- 
pair classes  and  space  to  work  on  your 
own  car.  It  is  a  community-minded  shop 
that  primarily  serves  the  Mission,  Bernal 
Heights.  Noe  Valley  and  Potrero  Hill. 
Us  goal,  according  to  Lewis,  is  to  "offer 
honest  auto  repair  and  demystify  the  re- 
pair process." 

It  is  a  different  kind  of  shop  with  an 
atmosphere  something  like  college  co-op 
housing.  There  is  no  fancy  sign  in  front 
of  the  18th  and  Florida  Streets  location; 
inside,  posters  for  the  Grateful  Dead  are 
more  popular  than  pinups,  and  the  oppor- 
tunity is  equal  for  having  a  female  or  a 
male  mechanic  work  on  your  car. 

The  price  for  normal  commercial  re- 
pair (where  you  pay  someone  to  diagnose 
and  repair  your  car)  is  about  the  same  as 
most  San  Francisco  garages,  $65  per  hour. 
■■  But  the  classes  a ncMO'i (^yourself  options 
are  a  real  bargain.  In  fact,  Lewis  con- 
siders the  facilities  for  performing  your 
own  repairs  "a  community  service"  and 
they  do  not  generate  much  revenue  for 
the  garage. 

For  the  price  of  one  to  one-and-one- 
half  hours  of  a  Son  Francisco  mechanic's 
time  ($75-$90)  SPARC  offers  three  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  auto  repair  classes,  each  - 
with  a  different  emphasis.  For  novice 
mechanics  tliere  is  Basic  Auto  Mechanics 
for  Men  and  Women.  It  is  a  six-week 
course  which,  as  all  the  classes  do, 
teaches  students  how  to  perform  basic 
repair,  maintenance,  and  troubleshoot- 
ing; of  their  car.  if  you  are  into  "fahrver- 
gnugen,"  the  basics  of  the  "people's  car" 
are  taught  in  the  Volkswagen  repair  class. 


And  for  women  who  may  be  intimidated 
by  co-ed  classes,  there  is  Basic  Auto 
Mechanics  for  Women.  Students  gain 
hands-on  experience  in  all  classes  by 
working  on  their  own  cars. 

The  cost  to  perform  your  own  repairs 
after  purchasing  a  $25  membership  is 
$1.00  per  hour  if  you  own  a  basic  set 
of  tools  (wrenches,  a  ratchet,  screw- 
drivers, and  pliers),  and  $1.50  per  hour 
if  you  need  to  borrow  a  basic  set  of 
tools.  Complicated  devices,  such  as 
liming  lights  for  tune-ups,  are  provided 


at  the  $1.00  per  hour  basic  rate. 

If  you  want  to  tackle  a  complicated 
problem  such  as  a  brake  job  and  need  a 
little  SPARC  help,  mechanics  are  avail- 
able for  advice  and  assistance.  The 
charge  is  their  regular  commercial  labor 
rate  of  $65  per  hour,  charged  in  incre- 
ments of  five  minutes.  And  an  overnight 
stay  at  SPARC  for  your  car  costs  less 
than  a  day's  parking  downtown. 

Even  if  you  opt  to  have  their  mech- 
anics repair  your  car,  you  have  the 


option  of  learning  about  your  car  by 
watching  the  repairs  being  performed. 

So  for  less  than  the  cost  of  a  tune-up 
and  oil  change  and  an  investment  of 
time  shorter  than  most  people  spend  in 
front  of  the  television  for  a  week,  a 
significant  amount  of  money  can  be 
saved  by  taking  advantage  of  the 
services  offered  at  the  Son  ['rancisco 
Auto  Repair  Center.  And  you'll  never 
have  to  wonder  about  paying  $501)  to 
have  your  flywheel  greased  again.
